Two reasons are advanced for this continued split 
involving the two »en« The struggle which has been in evidence 
for many years has become accentuated because of the vocal 
support provided Dr. SIJ)OR by the recent Slovak arrivals to 
Argentina. # Also the outward attachment DifRCAXSKT has toward 
the Nasi element and the Peranistas has diminished the once 
popular influence ho had previous! exercised. 

Another reason given for the shift in favor of 
SIDOfi la the attitude of tho former Slovak Minister of War (fnu) 
STEFAN XC (phonetic) who is an enthusiastic supporter of 
Dr. SIDQR. STEFAN IC, at this time* living in Buenos Aires, 
i B looked upon as being pro-American. 

DdRCANSKT is criticised by the Slovak Co. munity 
as being selfish and ambitious apart from being a proponent 
of totalitarian ideology. Re is a close friend of Ante 
PA7ELIC, Croat chieftain, and Father Virgilio Filippo, former 
ecclesiastical aide to President P£?ON, along with many 
other Nafci and Fascist collaborators. 

Subject is considered to oe a man without scruples, 
violently anti-S emetic and anti-American. 
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
